This is entirely 
due to the birth rate; the "back-to-lhc- 
fnrm" movement ceased seven years 
ago, mid ever since the worst depres- 
sion year, 1932, more people have mov- 
ed from farm to city each year than 
from city lo farm. 


Births Highest in Wrong Areas

est counties have the highest birth 
rate-doesn't-woiry IV.- Taeuberltrtuch; 
the human stock in those areeas is 
plenty good enough. The trouble, as 
ho sees it, is that 5t is precisely in 
those areas where most children are 
being born that the outlook for chil- 
dren tends to be worst. 


'Schools ahe few and poor, economic 


opportunities are scanty. Moreover, a 
youth growing up in those areas has 
much more difficulty getting away to 
a city job than does the youth reared 
in a more wealtliy region. 


In general, then, the ciites tend to 


draw young people from the richer 
rural areas rather than from the poor- 
er ones—which ofcn enough, have more 
people than they can support and could 
profitably send some away. 


In a rich farming area, a boy who 


want sto be afarmer has to have some 
capital equipment; lacking it, he is 
likely to head lown-wards and look for 
a job. In a poorer area this isn't true; 
he can start his farming career as a 
share-cropper without capital.

ASHDOWN, Ark.-Littlc River coun- 


ty circuit court disposed of three more 
arson cases here Wednesday, two in- 
volving Hope negroes, and the third 
involving J. T. Prince, Gillham, Ark., 
Methodist preacher. All had been ac- 
cusctl in connection with the burning 
of the three-story 40-room Ashdown 
hotel which was destroyed 
by fire 


the morning of June 3. 


Circuit Judge Minor Milwee in- 


structed Ihe jury to return a verdict 
of not guilly in tile case of Earl Poin- 
dcxlcr. tall Hope negro accused as 
the driver of a truck which trans- 
ported gasoline from Hope to Ash- 
down to be used in the destruction 
of the hotel. 


Judge Milwee based his instructions 


to the jury to return a verdict of not 
guilty because of uncorroborated testi- 
rrtony from stale witnesses—olher lhan 
those of accomplices. 


Tivo Cnses Dismissed 


Following disposition of the Poin-

Byron Goodson introduced a motion 
in court recommending dismiss! of 
arson charges against Robert Johnson, 
Hope negro filling station employe, 
and J. T. Prince, Gillham, Ark., Meth- 
odist preacher.

Jarvis was 
given a stay until July 15 under 
his present bond of 52,000. 


The court took under considera- 


tion, In giving Wheaton a light 
sentence, the fact that he cooperat- 
ed 100 per cent with authorities in 
the investigation of the fire; and 
also because Wheaton has a five- 
year sentence hanging over him 
for burning a cotton gin at War- 
ren, Bradley county, in 1931 


Wheaton was out on furlough at 


tune he became involved in the 
hotel fire at Ashdown—and now 
faces total of six years—one for 
the hotel fire and five for violating 
his parole.

Circuit Judge Minor Milwee said 


that unless a motion for a new trial or 
notice of appeal taken to the supreme 
court, that he would formally sentence 
Breed Thursday. 


E. R. Jarvis, owner of the destroyed 


hotel, and Chris Wheaton, the latter a 
negro, who earlier entered, pleas of 
guilty, are scheduled to be formally 
sentenced either Wednesday or Thurs- 
day, 


Following their pleas of guilty both 


testified Tuesday against Breed. The 
prosecution also used Charles Crosnoe, 
Chief of Police Sweeney Copeland of 
Hope, Sheriff Jim Sanderson of Ash- 
down, Willie D. Phillips, chief of the 
Ashdown fire department, and Oscar 
M. Oliver, Ashdown real estate agent 
who sold the hotel to Jarvis, as wit- 
nesses against Breed. 


Breed Denies Charges 


Following their testimony, Breed 


took the stand and for one hour and 
15 minutes denied rapid-fire questions 
and charges hurled at him by State 
Fire Marshal Guy Williams and Pros- 
ecuting Attorney Byron Goodson, The 
examination was the most rigorous of 
the day's proceedings. 


Breed denied ever talking with 


Chris Wheaton, negro "torch" in the 
case, about plans for burning the 
hotel. He denied charges of ever talk- 
ing and conspiring with Jarvis to burn 
the hotel. 


Breed admitted, however, that Jarvis 


had paid him "some money" in the 
past few weeks—but said it was for 
painting some signs for him. Breed 
then told of a dispute which he said 
arose over the painting of the signs. 


At this point he became "ruffled" 


for the first time. He said this dis- 
pute occurred two or three weeks 
ago—then, changed the time to "two 
or three weeks before the hotel 
burned the morning of June 3." 


Breed admitted coming to Ashdown 


with Jarvis and the negro 
Chris 


Wheaton about four weeks before the 
notol burned—but said he came for the 
purpose of "making an estimate o£ 
painting and interior decorating of 
the hotel." 


Breed admitted that Jarvis bought 


him a ?4.0 suit of clothes at a Hope 
store several weeks ago—but said it 
was for the painting of some signs 
for Jarvis located on Highway 67. 
Breed denied that Jarvis had arranged 
for him an automobile to make the 
trip to Ashdown the night of the 
fire. 


Breed said ho didn't know any- 


thing about an automobile—a black 
coupe—declaring that diaries Cros- 
noe "picked him up" and a*k him to 
ride to Ashdown with him. Breed 
stoutly denied every phase of the 
plans for destroying the hotel—and 
said that first knowledge he had that 
the hotel was to burn was when. 
Crosnoe told him on the return trip 
to Hope the night before the gasoline- 
saturated hotel burned.

About 1 per cent of people 
lave noses that are sensitive to rag- 
weed pollen and during the blooming 
season (from August until late Sep- 
tember! these people go around sneez- 
ing, wheezing, with eyes running and 
nose streaming. They have rngweec 
hay fever. 


Several .states have passed laws en- 


deavoring to control the growth of 
ragweed and great campaigns have 
been set up with the hope that people 
would exterminate ragweed within an 
area of 10 miles. Apparently the wind 
can blow the ragweed 15 miles. 


Unfortunately 
many people 
who 


themselves suffer from ragweed sen- 
si ti/ation do not even know ragweed 
when they see it. Ordinary ragweed 
las a feathery leaf that looks like a 
fern. The giant ragweed has a large 
leaf. Both types of ragweed produce 
flowers with long drooping greenish 
spikes.

Dr. Spillman points out that the 


only intelligent means of destroying 
ragweed is to prevent its going to seed. 
If it is cut down any time except near 
frost, it will quickly throw out new 
branches which will bloom and form 
seed. If. however, Die ragweed is pull- 
ed out before it has produced seed and 
is destroyed, there is no likelihood of

its spread. The ragweed has shallow 
roots and is easy to pull out. Dr. Ram- 
say Spillman suggests that it be pulled 
up when it is a foot high,because it is 
then large enough to grasp easily and 
small enough to pull out without much 
effort. 


Dr. Spillman himself tried an ex- 


periment in which he pulled up all the 
ragweed around his house. The next 
year about 10 per cent of the usual 
amount of ragweed came up because 
of the seed that had been dropped or 
the ground. The next year he pullet 
up what had redeveloped, and from 
that tin* on the lot has been clear. 


Incidentally, he points out that the 


city of New York sent a crew into the 
neighborhood to clean up the ragweec 
and they cut it down but their opera- 
ions took place after the blooming! 
season and it did no good for people 
with hay fever. 


Dr. Spillman says, "Persons suscept- 
ble to the pollen of ragweed, com- 
irising about 1 per cent of the popu- 
lation, cannot go near ragweed during 
the blooming season; but there is a 
period comprising all of May, June* .. 
July and part of August when the 
bloom has not formed, and even sus- 
ceptibles can handle the plant with

Send Poland Aid? 


How Britain and 'France 


Could Reach Battle*- 


field Is Studied 


LONDON (A')—H Britain and France 


arc called on to aid Poland ngains 
Germany, there'll bo an urgent ojxm 
ing for a Napoleon on their genera 
staffs. 


For it would take n miracle man, mil 


tary experts here say, to figure ou] 
how the British and French conic 
get to the battlefield in time to help. 


Poland might be able to hold out, 


they speculate, n month or two. 
But 


that wouldn't, give the allies much 
time, considering the "terrific ob- 
stacles" blocking any of several ap- 
proaches they might attempt. 


Direct Paths Blocked 


The trouble, of course, is that the 


great bulk of Germany, flanked by 
neutral nations, stands squarely in the 
mast direct path from west to east. 


The obvious way of getting at Ger- 


many would be by plane. But France 
themselves vulnerable lo bombing raids 
wouldn't start anything in the air 
unless and until the Germans struck 
first. 


Qn land, experts predict, the last 


thing Britain and France would tackle 
is the old western front—respite talk 
of weakness in (be hastily built Ger- 
man forts of the Siegfried line and 
of the strength of French tanks. Nor, 
is it thought here, would the western 
powers try to force their way through 
the hazardous water route to Dan- 
zig via the Baltic Sea. 


Rather, .strategi.sts would expect to 


see the fleets used in tin effort to 
(1) block Germany within the North 
Sea, ns in the World war nnd 
<2i 


go through the Dardanelles, with the 
assent of new-ally Turkey, and reach 
Poland through friendly Rumania. 


What About Italy? 


The .submarine is one unknown fac- 


tor in any such schemes. And Spanish 
guns near Gilbraitnr ad Italian bases 
at the center of the Medeterranean 
might make trouble for British-French 
operations thereabouts. 
But Britain 


still is confident of her position in 
the Mediterranean. 


On land, the experts add, the west- 


ern allies probably would try to fight 
their way 
through 
the 
"softspots" 


of northern Italy, Austria and O.och- 
slovakia. Italy possibly could stymie 
this plan, however, simply by re- 
maining neutral. 
British strategy in 


that case might be to tell the Italians: 
"We won't allow you to stay neutral. 
We consider that a hostile act." 


Britain and France would stand a 


better chance of helping Poland if 
they had Russia on their side. Certainly 
she is in the best geographical pos- 
ition lo give aid quickly. And that's 
why military men arc so impatient 
about the allies' delay in signing up 
Russia for their "non-aggression front.

No lunger will a carpenter be able1 


to cam. hi.s monthly allowance in' 
a half-doxcn days of work at 511 to 
5H a day while the common laborer 
toil.s throughout the month for the 
same money. 
) 


Under the present act, every type 


of worker 
will work 130 hours a 


month, rcgardles of whether he is a 
shovel hand or plaster. 
For that 


amount of work, each will be paid the 
.same money—a country average of 
about Sfil. 
j 


Certain exceptions arc written into 


the bill. 
For instance, in parts of 


thf country with lower living costs, 
the rate of pay will be lower. 


Further, a .single man with no de- 


pendents will be allowed less per 
month, and will work correspondingly 
fewer than 130 hours to earn it. 


A Pain in the Neck 


The disparity of wages between skil- 


led and unskilled workers has been 
;v pain in the neck to the WPA ad- 
ministration ever since the idea of 
paying the "prevailing wage" to WPA 
workers was invented more than two 
years ago. 
| 


The original purpose was to prevent 


WPR wage scales from undermining 
the wage scale of labor in private 
industry. 


Since a man working on WPA is 


allowed to earn only a certain sum 
each month, his rate of pay might 
he high enough to permit him to 
earn it in eight or noine days. He 
was free all the rest of the month. 


Colonel Harrington, WPA admini-1 


strator, told Congressional committees 
that ;i man with such free 
time 


would offer to work ..in private in-1 
riustry at cut wage rates, and thus 
lend to break down the very wage 
scales the old terms were supposed to 
protect. 
I 


He called it chiseling because it hurt 


wage scales and because it tended to 
keep men on relief who, if harder 
pressed, might have gotten .out into 
private employment:

The new provision will keep WPA 


workers on duty most of each month, | 
regardless of their skills. Harington

No estimate of the 1940 presidential situation means a thing until Ihe 


intentions of Franklin Delano Roosevelt are known. The chances of every 
other Democratic (and Republican) candidate depend on whether or not 
President Roosevell seeks Ihe nomination and Ihe eleclion for a third term. 
And he isn't saying. 


Few Americans have ever had behind them the background of public 


administration that is Roosevelt's: member of the New York State senate, 
twice governor of the largest state, seven years as assistant secretary of the 
navy during the World War period, Democratic nominee for vice president, 
and twice overwhelmingly elected.as President of the United States. 


Seven years of the presidency during one of the most difficult periods 


of a nation's history have left Roosevelt unmarked by a strain that has 
killed other president. He likes it. 


His New Deal has been a desperate effort to adjust the United States 


lo new economic, social and polilical condilions quickly and under Ihe most 
adverse conditions of depression. In some respects successful, in others it 
is assailed as a hitler failure. 


To the continuation of this effort, the President is pledged. If a can- 


didate arises pledged to continue it, Roosevelt might back him. If Ihere 
is none, he mighl seek Ihe Democratic nomination, or even lhal of a sep- 
arate party. As yet no one knows. 


HIS ASSETS: An unmeasurable physical slamina and zest for the 


job. an unmatched background of public administration and political 
know-how, intelligence, high ideals, and devotion lo Ihe welfare of the 
ordinary man as he sees it. 


HIS LIABILITIES: The third-lerm prejudice, the enmity of many 


powerful groups, and the continuing lag of business recovery, farm pros- 
perity, and re-employment, the bogey of rising government debt, and a 
certain Dutch stubbornness. 


HIS CHANCES: Hard to gauge because of yet-unknown factors, but 


still holds a grip on the masses of people which is beyond party and almost 
beyond circumstances; probably the best chance today of any single can- 
didate of either party.

Building America's 
First Railroads 


A LTHOUGH 
steam - powered 
'x railroads wore suggested in 
America as early os 1772, by Oli- 
ver Evnns, a wagon worker's ap- 
prentice, it was not until 1825, 
after (he success of Stephcnson's 
experiment in England, that in- 
ventors and capitalists foresaw the 
vast possibilities of steam trans- 
portation. 


The first major railroad built 


in the United States was the Bal- 
timore and Ohio, chartered in 
1827, opened for traffic in 1830. 
Horsepower and sails were used 
at first, until Peter Cooper built 
and operated his famous engine, 
the Tom Thumb. 


Probably the most famous race 


fn U. S. history was that of tjie 
Tom Thumb and an unidentified 
gray horse. 
The engine broke 


down and the horse won, but 
Cooper had demonstrated the su- 
periority ot steam. 


Later, in 1831, on the Hudson 


find Mohawk railroad, the DC Witt 
Clinton engine decisively defeated 
Its horse-drnwn competitor, mak- 
ing the test run in almost half, the 
time required by horses. 


Pennsylvania led in the con- 


struction of railroads in the first 
decade; by 1835 there were ;ibout 
200 miles of railroad in the state. 
In 1840, railrosd mileage in the 
U. S. had reached 2828 miles. 


From this time, railroads ex- 


panded rapidly. Transcontinental 
Hues were built and by 1900 there 
wore 192,556 miles of lino in the 
country. 
An all-time peak of 


254,037 miles was reached in 1916.

danger from pasturing it, according to 
information received from the animal 
industry department of the University 
of Arkansas College o! Agriculture.
